T H I S DA Y , «t twelve o'clock, the P re-'

Fellow-cititens o f tbe Senate, and o f the House

O N this firft occaOon of meeting you, ¡6 
affords me much fatisfaAion, to be able 19 
communicate the commencenent of a favour«» 
able change in our foreign relations ; tb» 
critical (late of which, induced « fei&on o f 
Congrefs at this period. 


In confequence of the proviflons of the « f t 
interdicting commercial intercourfe witla 
Great-Britain and France, our niniftert «e 
London and Paris were, without delay, in* 
(IruAed to let it be underflood by the French 
and Britifb governments, that tbe authority 
veiled in the Executive, to renew commer­ 
cial intercourfe with their refpeAive nationt« 
would 
exercifed in the cafe fpeci&ed h r 
that a£t. 


Soon after thefe in(lru£tions were difpatcb* 
ed, it Waa found that the Britifb Govern­ 
ment, anticipating, from early proceeding» 
of Congrefa at their laf\ feffion, the ftate o f 
our lawa. which has had tbe cflfed of placing 
th e two belligerent powers on a footing o i 
equal reflriaions, and relying on the concilia 
atory difpontion of the United States, had 
trtnfm itted to their legation here, provifjon« 
al inflruaions, not only to offer fatiafadioia 
for tbe attack on th« frigate Chefapeake, an d 
to make known the determination of hi« Bri­ 
tannic M ajedy, to fend an envoy extraordi* 
nary with powers to conclude a treaty on a ll 
points between the two countries ; but more« 
over, to Tignify his willingnefs, in tbe mean 
time to withdraw his Orders in Council, i s 
the perfuafion that the intercourfe w itb 
Great Britain would be renewed on tbe p a it 
of the United States. 


Thefe ftepa of the Britifh government led 
to the correfpondence and proclamation now 
laid before you ; by virtue of which tlie con« 
merce between the two countries will be re« 
newable after th« tenth day of June next. 


Whilk^ I take pleafure in doing juftice t# 
thecounfelaof hi« Britannic Majefly» whicb 
no longer adhering to the policy which made 
an abandonment by France, of her decrees> 
a pre-requifite to a revocatioiTbf the Britifh 
Orderat have fubflituted the amicable courf« 
which has iffued thus happily ; 1 cannot do 
lefa than refer to the proposal heretofore made 
on the part of the United States embracing a 
like reftoration of the fufpended commerce» 
aa a proof of the fpirit of accommodation 
which haa at no time been intermitted, and 
to Che refult which now calls for our congra* 
tulations, as corroborating the principles b f 
which the public councils have been guided 
during a period of the moft trying embarrafT..

Tbe difcontinuance of the Britifh Ordertf 
aa they refp«a the United States, having 
been thus arranged, a communication of tha 
event has been forwarded, t« one of our pub­ 
lic veilels, to our Minifler Plenipotentiary a t 
Paria ; with inftruAiona to avail himfelf oC 
the important addition thereby made, to the 
confiderations which prefi on the juftice of 
the French government a revocation of it* 
decrees, or luch a modification of them m& 
they fliall ceafe to violate tbe neutral con« 
merce of the United States. 


Tbe revifion of our commercial laws, pro* 
per to adapt them to the »rrargement whicli 
has taken place with Great-BritainT" wilt 
doubtlef» engage the early attention of Con- 
grefi. 
It will be worthy* at the fame tim e, 
of their juft and provident cire, 
to make 
fuch further alteration« in the laws, a« will 
more efpecially proteA and fofter the fe- 
veral branches of ma-ufa£lure which have 
been recently inftituted or extended by the 
laudable exertion« of our citisena.
